Y FRIEND Dale Carnegie has written a very good book th at I highly 
recommend. Ifs called “How to Win Friends and Influence People.” 
The thing that makes it such good reading is that he takes the words of 
others, who have proved their points, to get his own say across. He has 
creamed the minds of thousands for the benefit of his readers—and they 
number into the thousands. 
Marcus Aurelias said: “Practice attention to what others say, and do 
your best to get into the speaker’s mind.” T hat’s a simple statement—but 
it has lasted for nearly 2.000 years! 
Tile reason for this is that it is so 
practical—and has worked, and always will work. 
To get on we must try to see the other fellow’s viewpoint. Not only 
are all the strikes that are so prevalent, wasteful. They are downright 
stupid. A id both sides are to blame. If employer and worker would only 
get into each other’s mind, there would be no strikes. There would be 
fairness and consideration all around. 
The late Elbert Hubbard used to write a great deal of good, sound 
horse sense. I recall a noted line. ‘ Get out or else get in line,” he said. 
As a boy it always amused me to see a donkey suddenly stop, lie down and 
refuse to go any farther. 
I have seen him whipped and kicked and 
abused. Still he sat. But just the moment that he was treated with just a 
little kindness, he seemed to scent another world, and then he would 
quitly arise—and go on as though nothing serious had happened.

protect our patrons—skeeter socks, 
I cellulase 
mittens 
and 
cellophane 
hoods furnished free to all registered 
guests.” 
Then, too, the merchants could 
stimulate trade by offering, “skeeter 
socks" to all purchasers over a given 
amount. The battlefield guides also 
could add a mite to their income bv 
renting these necessary adjuncts to 
visitors while touring the battlefield. 


Iii fact there are so many possi­ 
bilities in this “skeeter sock” that we 
think it will be wise for our council- 
manic fathers to appoint a commit­

(than a blessing to Gettysburg’s fame 
and future welfare. We quote Grov­ 
er Cleveland, “It is a condition, not 
j a theory that confronts us,” and a 
few w ellplaced bits of an elusive 


mosquito on a hot summer night, 
while seeking repose will leave a 
more lasting impression in the mind 
of a visitor or guest than our beau­ 
tiful views, our monuments or our 
best day-time hospitality can offset.

Peace Terms Withheld 
Pending Formal 
S i g n i n g o f 
Agreement. 


Lansing. Mich., April 7 (AP).—

Tuesday night that “an agreement 
has been reached" in the Chrysler 
automotive strike. 
"An agreement has been roached.' 
Governor Murphy 
smilingly

nounced as he summoned newspaper 
men into his office in the statehouse. 
To Return 85.000 to Jobs 
The settlement of the strike, called 
March 8. will return approximately 
65.000 Chrysler workers and some 
20.000 employes of dependent parts 
manufacturers to their jobs. 
The agreement was perfected in a 
conference between Walter P. Chrys­ 
ler, corporation chairman, and John 
L Lewis, head of the committee for 
industrial organization, which back­ 
ed the strike of the United Automo­ 
bile Workers of America. 
No intimation of the final terms 
came from any source 
Both Chrys­ 
ler and Lewis hurried from the gov­ 
ernor’s office, without comment as 
Murphy made his announcement. 
To Seek Other Settlements 
Governor Murphy announced that 
he was sending invitations to offi­ 
cials of the Roo motor car company 
here and the Hudson motor car com­ 
pany at Detroit, as well as union of­ 
ficials. to meet with him to try to 
effect settlements of strikers in those 
plants. 
He said he would ask them to 
reach agreements similar to that ar­ 
ranged between the Chrysler cor­ 
poration one of the three largest 
automobile producers in the United 
States and the union. 
Governor Murphy praised the con­ 
ciliatory' attitudes of Chrysler and 
Lewis and thanked James F Dewey, 
federal labor conciliator, who par­ 
ticipated in the conferences. 
Credits Leaders’ Patience 
“Only the patience and reason­ 
ableness of Mr. Chrysler and Mr. 
lewis have made another settlement 
in a great industrial conflict possi­ 
ble by peaceful methods in an at­ 
mosphere of reason, tolerance and 
justice,*’ Murphy said. 
‘ As a result, cordial relationships 
result between the Chrysler corpora­ 
tion and their employes. 
I am ex­ 
tremely grateful to those men. to 
Mrs. Perkins (Fiances Perkins, sec­ 
retary' of labor» for her help and to 
Mr. Dewey (James E Dewey, fed­ 
eral conciliator', whose services were 
invaluable.’’
